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Few coaches in Australia have made as 
great an impact as Len McKendry In as short 
a time. 

In three seasons as coach of Heidelberg-Alexan- 
der — interrupted by a stint with State League 
club Croatia — McKendry has established a 
strong reputation for the highly-organised, ball- 
playing style he has instilled in his team. 


That reputation was born, though, during his three years as 
coach of the Victorian State team which was by far the best in 
Australia. 

Victoria's results under McKendry were, 1979: 0-1 v. Wisla 
Crakow, 2-0 v. South Australia, 2-4 v, Norwich City, 1-0 v. Parti- 
zan Belgrade, 2-3 v. New York Cosmos; 1980: 2-1 v. Red Star Bel- 
grade, 4-0 v. NSW, 0-0 v. South Australia, 0-2 v. AC Milan; 1981: 
1-1 v. Dinamo Zagreb, 1-2 v. New Zealand; 1982: 0-2 v. Hungary. 

Of the players he used in the State team, John Yzendoorn, 
Yakka Banovic, Alan Davidson, Tommy Cumming, Jamie Paton, 
Jim Campbell, and George Christopoulos went on to play for the 
Socceroos. 

Under McKendry. Heidelberg won the PSL grand final in 1980 
and was runner up in the league and Philips Cup as weil. 

Returning from Croatia in round 16 of 1981, McKendry took 
over Heidelberg once more when it was one point: from the bot- 
tom. The team ended the season undefeated in the last eight 
games to finish eighth. 

McKendry, who refuses to divulge his age — he’s probably 
around 40 — gained his English FA coaching badge in 1973. After 
doing coaching with colleges in Michigan, U.S., and working on 
coaching courses with the FA in England, McKendry received 
offers from Saudi Arabia and Australia, through Brian Green who 
then was coach of the Socceroos. 

He decided on Australia, and arrived in 1976, to coach Marrick- 
ville in the NSW State League for two seasons, following which he 
was appointed Victorian Director of Coaching in 1978. : 

He held that position until 1980 but continued to coach the State 
team until he was dropped last week by the VSF, apparently over 
differences with some VSF officials. 

As a player, he spent three seasons with Watford, playing mid- 
field and striker. He later played as a defender with Wealdstone 
in the English Southern League. 

In this interview with LAURIE SCHWAB, McKendry discusses 
his philosophy of soccer, his players at Heidelberg, his views on 
the national coaching set-up, and he Is merciless in his criticism 
of former national coach Rudi Gutendorf. 


SCHWAB: Tell us about the circumstances surroun- 
ding your decision to quit your job with the VSF and take 
up the offer from Heidelberg. 

McKENDRY : | always had said that I would do the VSF job for 
only two years because I was keen to get back into team coaching. 
If you let your competitive instinct die, then there’s something 
wrong with you as a coach. Pat Bannon and Jimmy Rooney were 
Heidelberg’s joint player-coaches following the departure of John 
Margaritis. Heidelberg had been chasing me for quite some time. 
So had Wollongong, but Heidelberg was more consistent in its 
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Suppliers of soccer jumpers, shorts, 
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efforts, so I finally agreed to take over. When I joined, Heidelberg 
was second in the league and it was most important to maintain 
consistency for we were in the running for all three trophies. 
Their method of play had been adapted from that of the State 
team, because so many of their players were also in the Victorian 
side. 


SCHWAB: What then, did you regard as your main 
challenge? 


McKENDRY: To convince the players of the need for prolong- 
ed possession of the ball. They still were trying to play on the 
break a bit. Arthur McMillan and Pat Bannon were two who 
adapted particularly well to the possession play, even though 
neither was in my State team. 


SCHWAB: How long did ft take for you to finally per- 
fect the style you were trying to Implement? 
McKENDRY: Well, it was there, but often only in spells. I 


think that despite a few recent setbacks, it’s probably more con- 
sistent now than ever before. 


SCHWAB: Your coaching style and your methods have 
been picked up by quite a few who did thelr coaching 
course under you, isn‘t that right? Let’s take John Gar- 
diner for example. 


McKENDRY: I guess that’s right. John does have the same 
beliefs, but you'd better ask him about that. It is true to say that 
many coaches tend to copy us and suffer by it because they don’t 
understand the principles involved in our play. 


SCHWAB: Then you had better describe the way Hei- 
delberg plays. 

McKENDRY: [ believe soccer is a game of passing and suppor- 
ting. It’s important to make it as easy as possible for the man 
receiving the ball. And contrary to what some people claim, we 
do not play possession only at the back, but rather all over the 
field. We simply are a passing and supporting team, and we play 
to feet. While it sounds simple, it needs a lof of work and it re- 
quires intelligent players. Joe Picioane, who was in my State 
team, never Understood it even after a long period. Many other 
players don't understand it either. It suits our team, but it may 
not suit others. I've never advocated that every team should play 
the way we do, but it’s been successful for us. It’s from Europe 
that I adapted it West Germany and Holland are the biggest in- 
fluence on my philosophy about soccer. The West German team 
that won the European championship in 1972'served to provide me 
with my apprenticeship. The work they did inspired me. 1 was 
very impressed with the support given by and given to those very 
well-known and well-respected players. That West German team 
is the best I have seen anywhere 


SCHWAB: You stick vory rigidly to your playing style, 
but if you were to join a different club where you did not 
have players of the Heidelberg mould, what would you 
do? 


McKENDRY: Id have to change the style. I’d have to get the 
players doing what they are capable of. 


SCHWAB: Your style first became evident in the Vic- 
torian State team, and it was successful for you there... 

McKENDRY> Yes, even though I selected lesser-known play- 
ers, like Yzendoorn, Tront, Short, Gilder, Paton, even Cumming 
who hadn’t been a representative player previously. I chose all 
those because they could adapt to the style 1 wanted, and they 
were willing to work at perfecting it. I have explained so often 
that against top teams from overseas, you simply cannot afford to 
give the ball away. Otherwise you are made to pay for it. Gary 
Cole learned a lot of things within this framework. He now is as 
good a receiver of the ball as you will find anywhere. 


SCHWAB: Some of the players emerged as stars after 
they had worked with you. John Yzendoorn for example. 

McKENDRY'’: I saw him play on my first day in Melbourne. He 
was at Slavia then. What impressed me was the completeness of 
the player. After half an hour I couldn't believe that such a com- 
plete player was playing in this standard of football. 


SCHWAB: Were you instrumental in getting him to 
Heidelberg? Isn't it a fact that you recommended him to 
the committee even before you became coach? 

McKENDRY: I recommended Yzendoorn as well as Jamie 
Paton of Slavia and Yakka Banovic of Croatia. 


SCHWAB: Has Yzendoorn improved even further In 
these past few seasons? 

McKENDRY-: I still say he is the most complete player in 
Australia, outside the best strikers. He has calmness under pres- 
sure, dedication of the highest order, application and he thinks 
deeply about the game. He’s also two-footed and he’s a magnifi- 
cent tackler, he’s an exceptional challenger in the air and prob- 
ably the best passer of a ball in Australian soccer. 


SCHWAB: Do you see Yzendoorn as being a per- 
manent fixture in the national team, even after the so- 
called *‘tapes scandal’’ of last year, when Yzendoorn se- 
cretly taped a team talk by Rudi Gutendorf and allowed 
that tape to reach the hands of a press man? 

McKENDRY: It would be catastrophic if Yzendoorn is not in 
the national team. The tapes incident must not be allowed to mar 
his international career. | believe it was done out of sheer frustra- 
tion. I think he just felt frustrated, seeing our World Cup aspira- 
tions going down the drain.

SCHWAB: You mentioned Gary Cole eartier. Have you 
been able to improve his ball skills? 


McKENDRY: Brian Green, the former national coach, thought 
Cole epitomised the Australian player — cumbersome, falling 
over the ball, that sort of thing. Gary perhaps suffered because 
we didn’t get hold of him until he was 22 or so. However, now he is 
controlling and receiving the ball much better. Perhaps it’s too 
late to make him as proficient at these things as Jamie Paton, for 
example, but I prefer talking about Cole’s real strengths. He is 
No. 1 among the Australian strikers . . . 


SCHWAB: Better than Marshall Soper of APIA? He’s 
getting all the publicity at the moment. 


McKENDRY: That’s all he’s doing. Cole is much faster — the 
fastest player in Australia. He’s brave and he has awesome shoot- 
ing power. His standard of control in the right areas is good 
enough for me. He does drift into playing flicks, which don’t work 
for him, so he has to keep his practice up. 


SCHWAB: Paton and Cole have been a dynamic duo In 
front of goal, but if a striker Is judged on the goals he 
scores, Paton must be a disappointment to you so far this 
season. 


McKENDRY: Yes, that’s true. He hasn’t been scoring. But we 
have solved that problem through Jim Campbell. I had antici- 
pated it anyway. Gary went through a poor patch last season, 
during which Jamie scored the goals. Now that Jamie is down a 
bit, Gary and Jim Campbell are making up for it. I’ve been using 
Campbell in a freer role, further forward. One of the areas in 
which he was lacking early was his defensive application. We 
corrected that, but found he suddenly was putting too much into 
the defensive side of his game. We weren't seeing his explosive 
side in attack. No we've pushed him further up to get him among 
the goals again. In that position, at this stage, Campbell is the No. 
1 player in Australia. His work rate is tremendous, we have added 
endurance to his game and he now can dominate a match for long 
periods. 


SCHWAB: Don Macleod arrived from England last 
season with the experiance of having been captain of 
Nottingham Forest's second team, yet you kept him on 
the bench until this year’s Ampol Cup, when he displaced 
Bob Provan. Why did it take so long? 

McKENDRY: When he first arrived I saw Macleod as a dis- 
ciplined person with a lot of character but he was yet another 
product of what I call the wastage of English football. He did not 
know what pressure was, he didn’t know how to support the ball, 
how to hold a man without support, and he tended to dive in with 
his tackles. | felt that if he was exposed as a centre back in the 
PSL he could find it tough, so I introduced him slowly. He now 
knows where to attack the ball and when to be more patient. 


SCHWAB: You negotiated with David Jones before he 
joined Hellas. Would it have been a cholce between 
Jones and Macleod? 

McKENDRY: Well, Jones impressed me and I feit if Macleod 
couldn’t do the job, Jones could, I had felt for some time there 
was a weakness in the middle of our defence because we had con- 
ceded a large number of goals from crosses. I was looking for a 
mentally and physically more committed player. 


SCHWAB: With Provan on the tranoefer list, won't you 
be left without cover for the centre back positions? 


McKENDRY: Well, I couldn't afford to buy Jones after Macl- © 


eod had proved himself. But, if an injury does occur, we can bring 
in a young player from the second team. I don’t want to mention 
him just yet. 


SCHWAB: The fact remains though that you do not 
have a big enough squad. 


McKENDRY: You're right. I want to add to it very shortly, but 
I have to consider the financial aspect. I also have to be particular 
about whom we choose because of the style we play. 


SCHWAB: What's holding up your recruiting plans? 


McKENDRY: I'm waiting for the-retained lists to be finalised 
in England and Scotland. I'll be making moves within a month. 
Then we'll work on recommendations from my contacts in Eng- 
land. I don’t want another experience like the one we had with Joe 
McGrory and Liam Monagle who joined from Ireland last year. 


SCHWAB: Looking to the future of Heidelberg, are 
you planning on replacements for the older players, like 
Jimmy Rooney and Arthur McMillan? And, In view of 
what you said earlier, are you looking at perhaps rep!- 
acing Paton? 

McKENDRY: Paton played well last year and although he’s 
had a lapse, I feel he’s turning the corner. As for Rooney and 
McMillan, I wish every player had their commitment. It’s still 
hard to talk about replacing them but we’ll have to do it even- 
tually. I've got to look to a new midfield player anyway. Ideally, 
we should have a squad of 14 or 15, but we've got only 12 at the 
moment. Added players would have to work hard to fight their 
way into the team and they'd have to compete against Rooney and 
McMillan as well as against the other players. They'll have to 
prove they are better than the ones we have. In the meantime 
we'll be teaching them what we want from them. 


SCHWAB: In your team, Rooney Is in the play much 
less than he was with his previous clubs — Merconl, for 
example. Why have you given him this new role? 

McKENDRY: I felt in the past he did a lot of unnecessary run- 
ning, so in the State team, I made him a channel player on the 
left. He dominated the left side for me, and that’s the role I give 
him at Heidelberg. That’s what I tried to persuade Gutendorf to 


do with him. I used Campbell in the middle of the midfield be- 
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' cause of his ability to link with Cole and Paton. Campbell really is 


ora In fact he was a winger with Oxford United in Eng- 
and. 


SCHWAB: You must regard Jeff Olver and Charile 
Yankos as two of your biggest successes, because they 
are young players who have developed Into topiiners. | 

McKENDRY: They are everything Australian soccer is all 
about. Both represented Victoria at under 16 and under 19 levels, 


_ both served their apprenticeships in the reserves and were slowly 
| biooded into the PSL after having learned their trade. It was 
_ delightful to have them in the State team against Hungary and it 


| was disgraceful that they did not get 
_ that match. Olver was faultless and Yankos also played 


the credit they deserved in 
well. I 


| was proud of them. I must mention Jack Reilly for the amount of 


work he’s put in on Olver. 


SCHWAB: Jimmy Rooney coached your second team 


| fast year. Is it a feeding ground for your PSL side? 


McKENDRY: Well, Jimmy used the same principles of play, 
but it’s a very physical league down there. What we should look at 
is producing perhaps one player a year. And of course that’s part 
of the coach’s job. You can’t buy players forever. 


SCHWAB: Which teams will be. your strongest oppo- 
nents In the run to the champlonship? 


McKENDRY: It’s a bit early to say. We needed a good start in 
the first six games and we managed to do that, but really, even 
JUST could win the title, it’s so open. You can jump or fall four or 
ie places mie one cere Still, Syaney City will hit a very con- 
sistent streak and they'll be the b t er. have v 
good players, with the experience wince es the title, which is 
very important. As for APIA and Olympic, we’lt have to wait and 
see. 


SCHWAB: Getting back to that Victoria v Hungary 
game, you reacted very angrily to Press criticiom of that 
match. Why? 


McKENDRY: I had taken pains to explain to the Press about 
how we should play. We played the same way against Red Star, 
which also was early in the year. There was minimimal time for 
preparation, Hellas refused to release Laumets and Davidson and 
our physical condition wasn’t what it should have been, because 
the players had been playing only 70-minute Ampol.Cup games. 
We had to play a possession game, we had to play it Stwly. I was 
criticised for having so many Heidelberg players in, but they 
always have been there. 


SCHWAB: What about Don Macleod? He hadn't 


_ Played all the previous season, and there was a feeling 
| that Stuart Cannell of Ajax, who you called In against 


New Zealand when you were short of players late lest 
year, should have been given another chance. 
McKENDRY: OK, it was a toss-up between the two, and it 
came down to a matter of comparative form. On form, Macleod 
was better, he’s physically stronger and at that stage of the sea- 
son, he had done more hard training that Ajax had. Of course I 


_ always have wanted to use Steve Blair, but he was not available. 


SCHWAS: You had Jack Reilly as the reserve goalkee- 
per ahead of Dennis Boland of JUST, even though Reilly 
has not played for ages. 

McKENDRY: It was a simple matter of experience. What 
would have Happened had we been forced to substitute the goal- 
Keeper during the game? Who is more experienced than Reilly? 


| He is in fact, the goalkeeper coach at Heidelberg. I think I saved 
_ Boland a Jot of headaches. Had he come on in a tight situation it 


would have been very hard for him. 


SCHWAB: Didn’‘t you consider Boland at all as one of 
the two State keepers? 

McKENDRY: No. Peter Laumets was the No.1 — very loyal, 
very under-rated — after having been reserve to Banovic. In two 
games for me he was faultless and he earned his place. Olver had 
to be given a go because he is extremely talented and also young, 
and he did very well against Hungary. There has to be convention. 
How can players have faith in a system if it turns out there is no 
system? 


SCHWAB: Many fans were clamoring for an all-star 
State team against Hungary. Why do you oppose all-ster 


| teams? 


McKENDRY: Victoria had them for 100 years and aimost 
never won a game. No-one, it appears, ever sat down and made a 


| determined effort to have a successful State team. The 1972

German team formed the basis of the 1974 team that won the 
World Cup, Argentina has retained the nucleus of its 1978 team for 
this year’s World Cup. I decided to have a set team and no-one can 
argue with the success we had, with the prestige we built up for 
this State, and with the amount of players we produced. 


« SCHWAB: As your Victorian players figured promi- 
nently in the national team last year, can you tell us how 
you see the national team situation at the moment? 


McKENDRY: I’m still very bitter that Australia did not quali- 
fy for the World Cup. They should have walked in. The Victorian 
State team would have walked in! I've been critical of the New 
Zealand team in the past but I’ve got to priase the New Zealand- 
ers for the faith they showed in their players. They kept them 
together and they had an effective team unit, which is what it's 
all about. Rale Rasic did the same in 1974 and he was successful 
as a result. 


SCHWAB: Have you any criticism of Rudi Gutendorf? 
McKENDRY: My criticism of him is never-ending. 


SCHWAB: -We'll get back to that. What shout Jim 
Shoulder when he was national coach? 


McKENDRY: Inexperience is what let him down. You can take 
these jobs too young. Perhaps he took over a side that was on its 
way out, as well. 1 am a far more experienced campaigner now 
than I was three years ago, for an apprenticeship in international 
soccer is separate from an apprenticeship in club soccer. With 
the experience he has had now, Jim Shoulder would be more suc- 
cessful if he had the national team today. You can’t fault his 
soccer knowledge. He had a bit of bad luck too — like the missed 
penalty against Iran in Melbourne — but he did the best he could, 
which cannot be said about GutendorI. . 


SCHWAB: It was open knowledge that you and Gut- 
endorf did not get along. Why? 

McKENDRY: He should not have feared me the way he did. 
Australia’s best result was the 2-2 draw with Czechoslovakia in 
Melbourne and nine of my State players were in his squad that 
time. Had he used my help more, we would have qualified for 


_ Spain, I'm sure. 


SCHWAB: Were there any particuler clashes? 


McKENDRY: No, there were no cross words or anything like 
that but he feared me through certain players on whom he felt I 
had a big influence. Maybe he knew that they knew that he didn’t 
know. I told him that part-time players couldn't match the pros in 
running power but that there were ways around that, if you played 
possession. But he just wanted to defend, so he went for man-to- 
man marking and abandoned midfield play altogether.

SCHWAB: Did you aspire to the national coach’s job? 


McKENDRY: No, I was happy with my contract with the VSF 
at the time. But maybe he was worried that he wasn't getting as 
much attention in the Victorian Press as I was. 


SCHWAB: Were you upset that Gutendorf used Tony 
Boggi and a few others as his Victorian right-hand men, 
rather than using you? 

McKENDRY: No, not at all. 


SCHWAB: Are there other reasons that Gutendorf re- 
garded you as an enemy? 

McKENDRY: Look, I had hours of enjoyable conversation with 
the man about life in general. There was no reason. I felt though, 
Victoria had a top team and we easily could have blended in the 
Sharnes and Krnceyvics, but he had no intention of going along 
with me on that. Even Jimmy Campbell hardly could get a took-in 
at the time. Why? What’s more, he took my players and actually 
tried to change their style even though they were being successful 
with a different style. 


SCHWAB: How do you see the current situation with 
the national teams? 


McKENDRY: I tried to select for the State team only players 
who could go on to play for Australia, or at least players who were 
able to develop further. NSW also adopted that policy. Now ap- 
parently we're trying to develop a full national team from the 
youth side, using the best of the younger players from the former 
Socceroos. I agree with Les Scheinflug in that regard. 
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SCHWAE: But the Socceroos have no games planned 
for this year. 


McKENDRY: Well, it’s hard this year because of the World 
Cup. Australia, though, should have played against Hungary, and 
there should be games after the World Cup. 


SCHWAB: How will this tull in international ex- 
perience affect us? 


McKENDRY: It will leave us with only two years to prepare 
for the next World Cup. Time is valuable. You need all the time 
you can get. Had we had a couple of games so far this year, there 
would be a shape to the team right now — something you could 
work on. 


SCHWAB: What about your future? Can you see your- 
self as national coach? 


McKENDRY: They'll never look to a Victorian. They seem to 
think the world stops at Wollongong. I like Australia as a place to 
live. Heidelberg wants me to sign a contract until November 1983 
and I see that as my duty to them. I have loyalty to the club and I 
feel excited about what is about to happen. But I don’t know about 
after 1983. The politics in Australian soccer depress me at times. 
We have Banovic, Krncevic and Kay playing overseas which 
proves we have the talent. Olympic has so many home-grown 
players, and they're being rewarded with big crowds. But we gen- 
erally are self-destructive. The strong points are negated by that 
destructiveness. I wish we had the unity of the VFL. So, after 
1983, I'll have to look at coaching overseas. I’ve gained a hell of a 
lot of experience and it’s whetted my appetite. I look at what I’ve 
done with Victoria and Heidelberg and I'd like to do it all over 
again with someone else. Long-term however, Australia will be 
my home. 


SCHWABEB: Is there co-operation among coaches or do 
they tend to be joalous and afraid of each othar? 


McKENDRY: There are a lot of petty jealousies. We do tend to 
work in groups. As for fear — I don’t understand the mention of 
fear of each other, or pressure for that matter. How can you talk 
about fear in an area you like being involved in? To me coaching 
is a stimulating challenge, not something to be afraid of. The best 
performers come out on top in pressure situations. 


SCHWAB: What do you think is the standard of Press 
reporting about soccer? 


McKENDRY: Their job is to report the news, but too many 
invent the news. We are in a business that badly needs promoting. 
A great percentage of soccer reporting is opinion, much of it mis- 
informed. I would prefer it to be more accurate and more in- 
volved with promoting the game. The Press should try to under- 
stand that everyone involved is trying to do his best and that mis- 
takes are not intentional. There are different styles of play and 
it’s important that the Press in particular appreciates the differ- 
ences. Don’t let’s criticise the coaches for using a style they feel 
is best for their team, The English Press has changed from being 
diplomatic to being sensational and they reinforce the popular 
belief that soccer is a game of exciting highlights just like the TV 
replays. That’s not so. It's about tough physical clashes, 
crunching tackles, hard running and various different styles of 
play. JUST’s style is effective for those players. What’s wrong 
with Preston going to Newcastle and playing differently to the 
way they play at home? Good luck to them! What’s wrong with 
Blacktown playing offside? It’s in the rules, isn’t it? Sides come 
to Melbourne intent on stopping Heidelberg, which is fair enough. 
We accept the chailenge and try to break down the defence. 
Soccer is like a game of chess. You work out your moves care- 
fully, through specially acquired skills. The Press, I feel, is not 
aware of all thts. At least, they don’t acknowledge it in print. 
Let’s applaud the differences rather than decry them, and let’s 
build this game up in a positive way. 


SCHWAB: You've sald that H pears to be 
the most closely analysed team In the PSL. Why is that? 


McKENDRY: I'm interested to know why. We actually play 
against sides that start copying us half way through a game. I 
read so much about how one side or another will stop Cole and 
Paton, and we tend to play against defences of six or eight men. 
It's not all Cole and Paton, though. One day I'll tell you the real 
secret behind Heidelberg. That'll make a big story. Maybe we're 
analysed because our style is relatively new to the league. 


SCHWAB: You mostly play against two markers on 
Cole and Paton, with a sweeper behind them. 


McKENDRY: Yes, but Cole and Paton are coached with 
markers at their backs. That’s no problem. They’ve come to 
terms with that, 


SCHWAB: Unlike most other teams — with the ex- 
ception of Olympic — you play the same way st home 
and away. 

McKENDRY: Sure, what's the point in coaching players to do 
certain things when you ask them to do different things every 
second week when you play away? I don’t see a need to change 
according to the opposition. Let the opposition do that if they want 
to. Liverpool, Holland and West Germany at their peak never 
changed their style. They went at opponents all the time. Here, 
however, even Sydney City changes when it plays against us. 1 
don’t see the need. They have so many good players. 
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iron fis 


if the authorities 
don't start clenching 
an iron fist, it may 
become downright 
dangerous to be in- 
volved in Australian 
soccer. 


In recent weeks we’ve seen 
referees and linesmen being 
besieged not only by angry 
fans but also by players and 
coaches; we've seen players 
fighting each other and even a 
club president fighting with a 
player. 

Not only does all this give 
soccer a bad name and keep 
away spectators, but it also 
adds to the overall farce in 
which soccer finds itself so 
much of the time. Witness, for 
example, the continuing idiocy 
of the PSL promotion and re- 
legation system which I will go 
into more deeply later. 

Firstly, I must say that I 
don’t think sufficient security 
is provided for match officials, 
coaches and players at most 

_grounds. 

The situation is much worse 
in the State League where 
police protection is not as dili- 
gent as in the PSL and where 
many grounds do not have 
fences to keep out the fans. I 
can see serious problems de- 
veloping. 

During last week’s NSW 
Ampol Cup double-header at 
Marconi Stadium, we had 
stones and abuse hurled at us. 
I asked a policeman for help 
and he told me that he was 
having similar problems. 

Now look at what happened 
during the Canberra v Sydney 
City match where there was a 
heated clash between a coach 
and a match official. 

And there was not only a 
clash between a president and 
a player after the Footscray v 
West Adelaide match, but also 
a heated demonstration 
against referee David Yelland- 

Be they good or bad, match 
officials deserve the most dill- 
gent protection. It’s not good 
enough that such protection is 
provided by security personnel 
appointed by the clubs. That 
job should be handied only by 
policemen. 

Like it or not, sport all over 
the world is being besieged by 
the violent element. It’s a sad 
Situation, but it has to be con- 
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trolled — be it by more police 
or even high metal fences 
which will once and for all 
keep the lunatic element away 
from the pitch. 

The treatment given to the 
linesman during the Croatia v 
Blacktown Ampol Cup semi- 
final had to be seen to be be- 
lieved. I admire him for 
having the courage to see out 
the match. 

As for farcical elements in 
soccer — surely referees, 
should take time out to study 
the rules of the various com-: 
petitions before taking the 
field. 

After our semi-final, some 
of our players went off to have 
a shower before the referee re- 
membered about five minutes 
later that penalties should be 
taken. 

The same thing happened at 
a Philips Cup match between 
Canberra and Sydney Olympic 
in Canberra, which led to the 
match having to be replayed. 

But getting back to security 
— it also would be appropriate 
to increase disciplinary action 
by the league against trouble- 
makers. 

And among them I count 
players and club officials who 
become unruly. 

Foul language for example 
should be stamped out on the 
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t is needed 


field. Such language can be 
heard all over the ground, and 
it certainly offends the women 
who dare to attend matches. 

Such language should be 
greeted by the yellow card 
every time. 

The butchers among our 
players also should be pun- 
ished much more heavily. 
Sure, body contact is part of 
the game, but the hit men who, 
set out to injure their more 
skilful opponents should be 
dealt with much more sev- 
erely. At the moment, skill is 
not being protected in our soc- 
cer, and many players are get- 
ting away with murder. 

ut if players are expected 
to control themselves, club of- 
ficials must set the example 
and make sure we don’t have a 
repetition of the serious in- 
cidents of late. 


An example of our peor dis- 
ciplinary system was the case 
of the Sydney City player who, 
in front of the cameras, 
punched a Wollongong player, 
then made gestures to the 
crowd and tangled with an offi- 
cial of his own club after being 
sent off. 


That player was fined $500. 
It is not appropriate, in my 
opinion, to inflict monetary 
fines. The player should have, 
been suspended for a long | 
time. 

Strong guidelines must be 
set down immediately. 

These guidelines should 
cover not only discipline, but 
also should clarify the PSL 
promotion-relegation set-up. 


What the PSL should do is 
draw up a list of all these clubs 
that never can be relegated 
and all those that never will be 
promoted, no matter how 
many championshi win, 

At least it will be all out in 
the open then, 


For example, the Adelaide 
and Brisbane teams, plus 
Canberra, Wollongong and 
Newcastle appear to be per- 
manent fixtures in the PSE no 
matter how they finish in the 
league. West Adelaide should 
have been relegated twice, but 
was retained both times. 


And so, it appears only Mel- 
bourne and Sydney clubs can 
be relegated — but not South 
Melbourne Hellas which fin- 
ished last one year but escaped 
the drop

“‘Ruzmarin should be here 
al the end of May and I'm sure 
he'll make a big impact on the 
local scene,”* said Lukovich. 

“Our search for players 
won't end there. We will be 
looking for a defender, mid- 
fielder and another forward to 
complete our squad. Then we 
will have the best team in the 
State League and I’m con- 
fident that we can win the 
championship." 

Beograd’s player payments 
and signing-on fees ate among 
the highest in State League. 

The club is coached by 
former Adelaide City star 
Zor an Mtic who also was as- 
sistant to Rale Rasic at City. 

Matic played for Crvenka in 
his native Yugoslavia and 
Matic took Beograd to a 
third place last season and has 
signed two Cumberland play- 
ers, midfielder Brian Welsh 
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Leane, to boost Beograd’s 
league campaign. 

General manager Lukovich 
sess his clubs which discussed 
the possibility of amalgama- 
ting in order to field a PSL 
team In 1977. Lukovich met 
with officials from Port Adel- 
aide, Polonia and Lion to talk 
about the formation of a club 
to be called AdelaideUnited. 

The four clubs couldn’t 

ee. Lukovich argued that 
almost $200,008 would be 
needed to field a side in the 
PSL. He claims that the offi- 
clals from the other three 
clubs were anticipating need- 
ing a mere $76, 

The proposed amalgamation 

failed. 


Six years later Beograd may 
find itself in PSL company 
under its own steam. 


Pagen shows 
his strength 


George Pagen’s his own 
man. His path toward a 
prestigious PSL coaching 
Job won't be easy but you 
cant’ help feeling that he'll 
got there In the end. 

He could have been there al- 
ready. On countless occasions. 
But he consistently has re- 
fused offers from Brisbane 
City in recent years. 

He’s an ambitious man but 
he wants to do its his way, 
which means nurturing a de- 
veloping club, pushing , prod- 
ding, encouraging, until the 
club can stand on its own feet 
and almost demand of our ad- 
ministrators a place in the 
PSL. 

That's the path Pagen hopes 
to tread with Queensland State 
League newcomer Nambour 
Reds. 

Pagen came here 17 years 
ago after playing as a full back 
with Scottish club Hearts. 

He became Queensland 
state coach in 1974, a position 
h held for three years. 

He also was coach of Bris- 
bane Lions in those pre-PSL 
days und won three successive 
league championships for the 
club. 

It came as a Shock to Pagen 
when Lions felt that he didn’t 
have th quality to coach in the 
PSL 

That judgement prompted 
him to join Grange Thistle in 
the State League 

The brains trust at Lions 
must have been red-faced as 
Thistle captured every major 
homor In Queensland over a 
five-year period under Pagen’s 
guidance 

Thistle was knocking on the 
PSL door just over a year ago 
but its financial bubble burst 
ina big way last year. Somuch 
so that Thistle was forced to 
join an exodus of clubs from 
State League faced with moun- 
ting travel and accom- 
modation costs. 

“I was after money at the 
time, as were some players. 
The club simply seemed to 
have lost its drive to go PSL”’ 
said Pagen. 

“I left Grange Thistle last 
December and the prospect of 
joining a new State League 
Club like Nambour was very 
inviting. In fact, in monetary 
terms, my three-year contract 
with Nambour is as good as 
most coaching contracts in the 
PSE 

Not that money matters that 
much. Pagen's a successful in- 
surance broker and real estate 
consultant. 

Nambour has taken a big 
leap, out of the Sunshine Coast 
Soccer Association into State 
League. 

The club's still disappointed 
that the SCSA didn’t pool its 
resources and enter a com- 
posite club in State League but 
determined that the chance to 
step up to higher competition 
shouldn't be lost, Nambour 
Reds decided to go it alone. 


Well, not exactly alone. You 
see there are the three million- 
aires supporting the club and 
Nambour’s Yandina Sports 
Complex is valued at about 
$250,000. It consists of plush 
clubrooms and four pitches. 


ihe club wil employ. a pro- 
fessional fund raiser and local 
radio station 4NA is promoting 
all of Nambour’s home games 
and social functions. 


It probably will cost close to 
$100,000 to run the club this 
year and Pagen is optimistic 
about Nambour’s future. 


“I predict tha this year’s. 
State League champion will 
bet 28 points out of a possible 
36. Our target is 24 points. 


“The Sunshine Coast is the 
biggest growth area for soccer 
in Australia and if we do well 
I'm confident that within three 
years we will be a front run- 
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in South

The biggest talking point in 
the clubhouse after Marconi 
had beaten Lions 1-0 last week- 
end was the weather... and in 
fact it is the most interesting 
thing I can find to write about 
the match.

Two years age they 
were Europe’s best and 
since then they haven't 
been beaten in Europe. 
Now the Germans are 
after the world 


championship title — for — 


the third time in their his- 


tory, just like Brazil. 


West Germany has big plans for 
the mundial, and what's more, 
common wisdon among the 
experts hold that the path to glory 
leads through Brazil. 

Similarly the Brazilians fear 
Germany the most. 


The torrid Spanish summer may 
hold some unpleasant surprises for 
the Germans, who do not fancy heat- 
wave conditions. In their previous 
two title wins they triumphed in pou- 
ring rain in Berne 28 years ago 
against Hungary, and won in their 
home surroundings in 1974 over Hol- 
land 

Against this common superstition, 
it may be wise to recall that their 
European championship win in Italy 
was clinched in almost tropical heat. 
So, the weather conditions may not 
be a decisive factor this year. 

Most of the Germans’ team build- 
ing was well under way a couple of 
seasons ago and not much in the way 
of change can be expectedd now. 
But, lt is a different team from the 
one which ae on top in Italy,

changed enormously by the return of 
Paul Breitner to the team in the role 
of playmaker. 

ere is also more than one hope- 
ful for most positions in the team. 
Manager Jupp Derwall’s greatest 
problem is not who to put in, but 
rather who to Jeave out. 

Derwell has been in charge since 
September 1978 and it is as well to 
remember that being West German 
manager is usually a long-term oc- 
cupation. 

His greatest initial achievement 
was a 23-match streak without loss, 
including the European 
Championship win. 


But this was followed by a couple 
of defeats in Uruguay at the Mun- 
dialito, but very few people took that 
tournament‘seriously, palyed, as it 
was, at the end of a gruelling 
autumn season of the Bundesliga. 


There was only one more loss 
after this, against Brazil at Stuttgart 
last May, when Breitner twice failed 
to convert a penalty kick. 


In rhe World Cup qualifiers the 
Federal Republic finished an un- 
beaten first in its group, winning all 
its matches home and away against 
Austra, Bulgaria, Albania and Fin- 
land. 

In Spain Algeria, Chile and — one 
again — neighbor Austria provide 
the initial opposition in Group 2, but 
there isn’t a person who doesn’t 


expect West Germany to win the 
zroup with something to spare. 

The European champion team 
was Schemacher — Kaltz, K. Foers- 
ter, Stielike, Dietz — Briegel (Cull- 
man), Schuster, H. Mueller — Rum- 
menigge, Hrubesch, K. Allofs. 

Other players who appeared in 
matches prior to the final included 
B. Foerster, Magath, Memering, 
Votava and Del’Haye. All of them 
are available for selection, but it is 
not certain that Derwall will pick 
them again. 

Nonetheless, the key men in the 
German team are self-evident. They 
include Cologne Goalie Harald 
Schumacher (Born 1954) who is the 
undisputed No. 1 in his position. Like 
his predecessor Sepp Maier, 
Schumacher is commonly ranked in 
world super class. 

His deputy young Eike Immel 
(1960), ranks. beneath him only in 
lack of experience, while Bayern 
Muenchen'‘s Walter Junghans (1958) 
could also be in the running for a 
spot in the squad, as may veteran 
Braunschweig keéper Bernd Franke 
(1948), who also has national team 
duty behind him. 

A certainty in the defence is Ham- 
burg’s Manfred Kaltz (1953). His 
forte is reliability and an ability to 
endanger the opposition goal with 
scorching raids on the wing. 


Real Mdrid’s Uli Stielike (1954) 
needs no introduction. If ‘Kaiser’ 
Franz Bechenbauer (1947) makes 
the team, Stielike will be in mid- 
field. 

pte the Kaiser has been 


injured more often than not in recent 
months, but fit or nor, he will be in 
Spain — if not as.a player, then as 
adviser to Derwall. He is also toying 
with the idea of working as a press 
correspondent during the Mundial. 

Strength and team work are the 
characteristics of Karl-Heinz Foers- 
ter from Stuttgart (1958), the same 
as Hans-Peter Briegel (1955). Kai- 
serlautern's full-back switched to 
football from athletics where he was 
planning a career, as a decathlete, a 
discipline which demands an ability 
to adapt to varied situations. 

Briegel has brought to soccer this 
adaptability and manages to keep 
out of the German rear line former 
national skipper Bernard Dietz 
(1948), William Hartwig (1954) anda 
promising star of the future, Holger 
Hieronymus (1960) 

Other former internationals who 
may find themselves mere onlook- 
ers in Spain are Wilfried Hmmes 
(1957), Reiner Niedermayer (1955) 
and Bernd Foerster (1956). 

Is there another team in the world 
which would forego the opportunity 
of having such players in it team? 
Not very likely. 

The situation is even more embar- 
rassing in Midfield, where the 
Schuster (1959) — Breitner (1951) — 
Mueller (1957) line would look an 
automatic selection 

All thtee of them ae individual 
starts in their own rights. The prob- 
lem is that difficulties arise when 
they are on muster together, in- 
cluding some personal differences. 

Stories about this ‘‘Trio’’ provide 


the gossip writers of German news- 
papers with columns of material. 

Possible solutions may lie in 
Breitner and Schuster patching up 
their differences for the common 
good, or if Schuster’s nagging injury 
fails to allow enough time for his 
comeback preparations prior to 
june. 

If not, palyers of the calibre of 
Hamburg’s Felix Magath (1953) 
and Roland Borchers (1957) from 
Frankfurt are ready to step into the 
breach, and then we still haven't 
considered one of the ‘“‘Treasures’’ 
of german soccer. FC Koeln’s 
Rainer Bonhof (1948). 

This depth of talent will allow 
Derwall to rest some of his players 
whenever needed, especially in view 
of the virtual certainty that West 
Germany will have many more 
games to paly than just the three in 
Round One. 

The forward line also provides op- 
portunities for the formation of sev- 
eral lines of equal ability — almost 
like in ice hockey. 


Three central strikers of the cal- 
ibre of Hrubesch (1951), Fischer 
(1849) and Hoeness (1953) cannot 
take the field at the same time, and 
in addition young Frank Nill (1961) 
of Moenchengladback is already 
seeking to lay claim to the position. 


Then there is twice European 
Piayer of the Year Karl-Heinz Rum- 
menigge (1955) who can play on 
elther wing or in the centre. Many 
consider him a better player than 
even Maradona, which would make 


him the World’s No. I, but it would 
be futile to argue the point — the 
mundial will decide. 

On the other hand, there can be no 
argument that Koeln's Pierre Lit- 
tbarski (1960) is by far the best right 
winger in Germany today. If his de- 
velopment continues he can become 
one of the world's best, unlike 
Ruediger Abramczik (1956) who has 
not Iived up to his cant promise 
since leaving Schalke. He is present- 
ly with Dortmund and has publicly 
Stated his ambitoion to be in Spain. 

Just by the way, Abramczik Is 
considered a leading light among 
those West German international 
players who were caustically des- 
cribed by Gunter Netzer recently, as 
‘Businessmen who play soccer as a 
hobby”. 

Another to come into calculations 
is Abramczik’s clubmate Manfred 
Burgsmuller (1849), who is always 
among the goals in the Bundesliga, 
but not on international duty, where 
he hardly ever is considered for se- 
lection. 

Finally, Koeln’s Klaus Allofs 
(1956) must come into calculations 
on the left wing, as the leading 
scorer of the European 
Championships. 

The permutations are almost 
endless and trying to work out the 
right combinations is a waste of 
time 

In a few weeks from now Derwall 
will provide the answer for all the 
world to see. Let’s face it, he has a 
choice which is vitually unparalelled

As a result, the NASL 
opened its 16th season with 
only 14 teams, down from 21 
last year and a high of 24 the 
year before, making a mock- 
ery of Commissioner Phil 
Woosnam’s boast that “‘soccer 
is the game of the 80's.’ 

Gone is the last of the origi- 
nal founder clubs, the Dallas 
Tornadoes, which shut up shop 
along with the Atlanta Chiefs, 
Calgary Boomers, California 
Surf, Los Angeles Aztecs, Min- 
nesota Kicks and Washington 
Diplomats. 

With clubs losing a total of 
about 30 million U.S. (28.2 mil- 
lion Aust) dollars last year, 
the American Broadcasting 
Corporation (ABC) dollars last 
year, the American Broad~ 
casting Corporation (ABC) 
network ending its agreement 
to televise games, and costs 
rising while attendance was 
Slipping, the seven owners 
took the view it was time to 
stop throwing good money 
after bad and cut their losses. 

But the ever-confident 
Woosnam rejects any com- 
parison with the 1969 season, 
when the league shrank to five 
clubs in another flirtation with 
oblivion He insists that in fact 
the loss of the seven clubs will 
prove to be ‘‘a very psoitive 
step for the league ” 

The expatriate Weishman 
urgues that two critical 
factors for the NASL are aver- 
age attendance and television 
ratings, and that an increase in 
the former will assist the lat- 
ter 

“We believe the agerave at- 
tendance will increase this 
year because the mainly low 
attendance clubs will not be 
operating,’ Woosnam said in 
an interview 

Woosnam conceded that av- 
érage attendance declined last 
Season, but nited it still re- 
mained above 14,000 for the 
fourth consecutive year. For 
this year, with the league 
leaner but the clubs stronger, 
he said he was looking for a 25 
per cent increase to 17,000 — 
and that was only the Degin- 
ning. 

“I believe that by the end of 
the 1980s we'll be experiencing 
the kind of boom at the profes- 
Sional level that the National 
Football League experienced 
in the 1960s," Woosnam said 
“‘T believe average attendance 
will be 30,000 to 40,000."" 

This would give the NASL 
valuable ammunition in its 
hunt for a lucrative network 
television contract. 

ABC television has carried 
selected NASL games in the 
past few seasons, but has 
dropped its option as the 
ratings — like those for ice 
hockey, golf, tennis and many 
aother sports — have been 
below those for so-called 
*‘junk sports" such as super- 
stars competitions and the 
world bellyfiop 
championships. 

Woosnam reported that cov- 
erage of soccer games by 
cable and non-network tele- 
vision stations ‘‘got good 
ratings on a local basis,’’ and 
these would continue.
